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City Attorney Offers a Tutorial 
To City Council on Ethics Issues 


At a worksession on July 29 
the entire Greenbelt City Council 
was on hand to learn the ethical 
do’s and don’ts for councilmem- 
bers’ behavior in carrying out 
their responsibilities. More like 
a seminar or tutorial than a work- 
session, these lessons were taught 
by City Solicitor Robert Manzi. 

According to Mayor Judith 
Davis such a session has been 
on council’s calendar for a while 
but was scheduled for this date 
because all members of council 
and the city attorney were avail- 
able. Also attending the meet- 
ing were City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin and Assistant City 
Manager David Moran. 

Manzi started the evening by 
handing out a bundle of up- 
to-date reference materials on 
municipal ethics. The package 
included the City Ethics Code 
contained in Chapter 2, Article 
IV of the City Code; related pro- 
visions of the State of Maryland 
Annotated Code, namely, Title 
15, Public Ethics; and a com- 
pilation of applicable Code of 
Maryland Regulations (COMAR), 
mainly pertaining to the State 
Ethics Commission and its Model

Ethics Laws (Title 19, Appendix 
A and B). 

While Manzi pointed out that 
his review found that the current 
city code for ethics is in confor- 
mance with current state laws 
and regulations, he provided a 
brief summary of several CO- 
MAR provisions the city might 
consider for bolstering its current 
ethics code. 

As for the lecture part of the 
tutorial, Manzi highlighted four 
main areas where caution was 
advised on the part of council- 
members in carrying out their 
official duties. 

1. Stop the email and pick up 
the phone. 

Generally emails should be 
avoided for official communica- 
tions, Manzi said. A person 
might say something in an email 
that would not ordinarily be said 
in a verbal interchange, he noted. 
He added that an email transmis- 
sion can go awry, ending up in 
the hands of an unauthorized 
person or an unintended organi- 
zation. 

2. Manzi advised that council- 
members should not discuss city 
business or issues if more than

Stormwater Forum 

The Stormwater Forum will 
give participants a chance to 
learn about upcoming stormwater 
legislation and how to advocate 
for the best standards. There 
will be a discussion of whether 
the city and county talk to each 
other on this subject, the storm- 
water management efforts of GHI 


and the city and what could be 
done differently. 

Bruce Gilmore of American 
Rivers will speak about the back- 
ground and enactment of the 
2007 Maryland Stormwater Man- 
agement Act and its requirements, 
basic principles of environmental 
site design, how federal stormwa- 
ter permits work and what advo- 
cates hope will be newer, stron- 
ger provisions for county permits. 
Terri Hruby, Greenbelt’s assistant 
planning director, will discuss 
county and city stormwater man- 
agement practices. 

Lesley Riddle, Greenbelt’s as- 
sistant director of Public Works 
— Parks, will talk about city 
stormwater efforts and share re- 
cent watershed steward training 
information. 

Matt Berres, manager of GHI’s 
Sustainability and Quality Assur- 
ance, will talk about GHI efforts 
to manage stormwater responsi- 
bly, how the original low-impact 
design of GHI yards plays a 
role in protecting streams and 
strategies to improve stormwater 
management. 

A discussion will follow, led 
by Brent Bolin, county vice chair 
of the Anacostia Watershed Cit- 
izen’s Advisory Committee, on 
advocacy efforts at the county 
level and where to go from here 
as a community locally, at the 
county level and at the Anacostia 
watershed level. 


two councilmembers are present 
outside of a council meeting. He 
noted that one-on-one discussions 
between councilmembers are 
okay. He also cautioned against 
instant messaging and other on- 
line discussions. 

3. Manzi cautioned council to 
be wary of contacts with people 
or entities having business with 
the city. He advised council- 
members who find themselves 
in such a position to decline 
politely, noting that such discus- 
sions should be held with respon- 
sible city staff. 

4. Finally, Manzi cautioned 
council to pay attention to re- 
quired financial disclosures. 

His catch-all message for 
council guidance on ethical 1s- 
sues was: “If you have to think 
twice about doing (something), 
you should not do it.” 

Discussion Ensues 

Following Manzi’s ethics dic- 
tums, councilmembers discussed 
how the guidance was carried 
out in Greenbelt. Because his 
law firm provides legal counsel 
for other Maryland municipali- 
ties, councilmembers wondered 
how such issues were handled by 
some of his firm’s other clients. 
Manzi noted in reply that other 
municipalities with which he has 
experience have different forms 
of government. Greenbelt’s city 
manager form of government, 
with an at-large council acting 
as a legislative body, is different 
from Laurel’s strong mayor as 
executive with a separate council. 
Still other municipalities differ 
in size and complexity, he said, 
qualities dictating the necessary 
level of sophistication for ethics 
requirements. 

As an example, he noted that 
Laurel has an appointed Ethics 
Commission. He suggested that 
Greenbelt may wish to consider 
that approach. 

One issue related to finan- 
cial disclosure forms and how 
these were managed by other

Larger Council to Require 
Changes in City Charter 


Adding two more members to 
the Greenbelt City Council will 
require a number of changes in 
the city charter, as Assistant City 
Manager David Moran and City 
Clerk Cindy Murray recently 
reminded councilmembers. In 
a July 28 memo, they specified 
particular clauses in the city char- 
ter that must now be changed. 

As the memo notes, council 
can make such changes now to 
become effective once the new 
term begins or wait and allow 
the new council to make these 
determinations. 

If changes are to be made, 
council also needs to decide the 
threshold or number of votes 
required for specific council ac- 
tions. Currently four votes out of 
five is required for an 80 percent 
of council threshold. Changing 
it to five out of seven would be 
a 71 percent threshold and six 
out of seven would be an 86 
percent threshold. Currently a 


required two-thirds vote translates 
to four out of five members; with 
a seven-member council, two- 
thirds would be five out of seven 
members. 

Staff has identified other in- 
stances where a change in the 
number of councilmembers will 
affect the operation of charter 
provisions. Currently three mem- 
bers of council can call for a spe- 
cial meeting by written request 
and four members are required to 
expel a member from the meet- 
ing for disorderly conduct or the 
violation of its rules. Votes to 
delete properties from the Green- 
belt Forest Preserve now require 
at least four votes. 

Another charter provision 
states that no ordinance can be 
passed until it has been read on 
two separate days unless this 
requirement is dispensed with 
by a vote of not fewer than four

Discussion of Bus Routes 
Through Greenbelt to Start

On Wednesday evening, July 
29, representatives from Tran- 
sit Riders United of Greenbelt 
(TRU-Greenbelt) met with Green- 
belt City Councilmembers Mayor 
Judith Davis, Leta Mach, Konrad 
Herling and Rodney Roberts and 
other officials to seek a better 
plan this year for public transit. 
Also taking part were Terri Hru- 
by, assistant director of Planning 
for the City of Greenbelt; a rep- 
resentative from Prince George’s 
County Councilmember Ingrid 
Turner’s office; staff from the 
Prince George’s County Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Trans- 
portation (Susan Hubbard, public 
information officer; Jim Rasze- 
wski, acting associate director 
for the Office of Transportation; 
Kevin Thornton, county planner); 
and Larry Glick, chief Metrobus 
Route Planner for the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Au- 
thority (WMATA). 

Separate Areas 

TRU-Greenbelt members rep- 
resented separate areas: Melissa 
Ehrenreich, Old Greenbelt; Em- 
mett Jordan and Mary Edwards, 
Greenbelt East; and Che Sayles, 
Greenbelt West. Bull Orleans, an 
activist on regional transit issues, 
also was present. 

The county and WMATA, it 
was noted, coordinate efforts to 
plan bus routes but have sepa- 
rate sources of money and op- 
erational models. The county’s 
system, known as The Bus, has 
in the past decade grown from 
26 buses to more than 100 — with 
attendant struggles to replace ag- 
ing infrastructure. At the meet- 
ing it was agreed to work up a 
transit plan (The Plan) via three 


meetings by mid-September of 
TRU-Greenbelt representatives, 
city councilmembers and county 
planning and WMATA officials 
(The Group). Public meetings 
would follow later in the fall, 
with implementation of The Plan 
projected for early 2010. 
The Plan 

Further, it was agreed that The 
Plan would operate for about six 
to nine months before the city, 
county and WMATA would as- 
sess effectiveness by measuring 
changes in ridership. The county 
encouraged TRU-Greenbelt to 
look at service as a blank slate 
and build whatever plan TRU- 
Greenbelt (and by extension all 
Greenbelters) wants within the 
parameters of existing service 
(this means no new buses, no 
weekend service for The Bus) 
with an eye to answering ques- 
tions such as: where do Green- 
belters want to go and what fre- 
quency is acceptable?. 

Mayor Davis confirmed that 
the Greenbelt City Council is 
looking to TRU-Greenbelt to lead 
in creating The Plan. At several 
times during the meeting, the city 
and county noted that resident op- 
position when routes were formed 
eight years ago had eliminated 
proposals to bring new service 
into parts of Greenbelt (such as 
sections of Boxwood Village). 
The city and county are looking 
to TRU-Greenbelt to ensure that 
proposed route changes that reach 
into new neighborhoods will 
be vetted fully with community 
members to ensure their support.

Rolando Loret de Mola 

Longtime Greenbriar resident 
Rolando Loret de Mola, 89, died 
peacefully on July 23, 2009, at 
the Villa Rosa Nursing Home 
where he had been a resident for 
the past two years.

Rolando was out of work and 
took any job he could find. 

Finally, with the help of a 
friend and $5 American in his 
pocket, he flew to Miami. In 
time he managed to bring his 
wife out, followed by his parents, 
and they established a life in 
Maryland with his new son Luis, 
who is now a GHI resident. His 
demanding life notwithstanding, 
Rolando earned a master’s degree 
in accounting from the University 
of Maryland and worked full-time 
for the InterAmerican Foundation 
in Virginia. 

In June 1979, his marriage 
over for five years, Rolando mar- 
ried his good friend Thelma, 
with whom he shared 30 years 
filled with a variety of activi- 
ties: gardening, bowling, biking, 
traveling and, at the age of 68, 
photography for which he earned 
many awards in the Bowie-Crof- 
ton Camera Club. 

Rolando and Thelma made one 
trip to Cuba and the condition 
of his beloved homeland broke 
Rolando’s heart. He was a loyal 
and good American but a Cuban 
never stops being Cuban.

Lifeline Program 


Saves on Phone Bills 

Those having trouble paying 
their phone bills may be eligible 
to take advantage of two special 
programs that help reduce the 
cost of phone service. 

Lifeline Assistance and Link- 
Up are public programs imple- 
mented by local telephone com- 
panies that can help qualified 
customers get phone service and 
pay their bills. Those may qual- 
ify whose household income is 
no more than 135 percent of the 
federal poverty income guidelines 
or who participate in any of the 
following programs: Medicaid, 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSD, Low-Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program (LIHEAP), 
Federal Public Housing Assistance 
(Section 8), Food Stamps, Tempo- 
rary Assistance to Needy Families 
(TANF), National School Lunch 
Free Lunch Program (NSL) and 
Bureau of Indian Affairs Program 
(Tribal TANF, Head Start Sub- 
sidy, NSL). 

Lifeline Assistance will help 
qualified customers who already 
have telephone service save a 
significant amount of money on 
their monthly phone bills, while 
Link-Up helps eligible customers 
receive a large discount on the 
installation of telephone service 
in their homes. 

Consumers can also save by 
voluntarily foregoing presub- 
scribed long distance telephone 
service or by requesting toll- 
blocking, a service that prevents 
toll calls (such as long distance) 
from being made and prevents 
these consumers from paying 
hefty service deposits. Custom- 
ers using this service can still 
use pre-paid calling cards or 
dial-around services to place 
long-distance calls from their 
homes.

municipalities. In Greenbelt, 
financial disclosure forms must 
be simply filed by candidates 
for council, elected councilmem- 
bers and certain advisory board 
members. In Laurel, in contrast, 
financial disclosure forms are re- 
viewed by the city’s Ethics Com- 
mission. As Greenbelt acquires 
additional zoning authorities and 
responsibilities, the need for a 
more rigorous financial disclo- 
sure and ethics regime may be 
necessary. 

Not to be outdone by “Profes- 
sor” Manzi, Mayor Davis pro- 
vided council with informational 
handouts from the Maryland Mu- 
nicipal League on the topics of 
“Conflict of Interest Policy and 
Disclosure Form (for the Board 
of Directors),” and “Email Policy, 
Use and Disposition.” Coun- 
cil asked that a review of these 
materials and a gathering of in- 
formation on the practices used 
by other jurisdictions be under- 
taken to identify areas where the 
Greenbelt ethics requirements can 
be strengthened. 

Background Checks 

Although not directly related 
to ethics requirements, the 1is- 
sue of city background checks 
required for job applicants and 
certain volunteers whose activities 
may involve contact with children 
was raised by the mayor. Here it 
was suggested that the National 
Parks and Recreation Association 
guidelines may be applicable. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
raised questions relating to ethi- 
cal considerations during elec- 
tions. She assumed, and others 


agreed, that the use of city email 
addresses by candidates would 
not be appropriate. For election 
campaigns all candidates, incum- 
bents and otherwise, should use 
personal email accounts only for 
their campaign literature. 

It was also suggested that pic- 
tures and biographical material 
on the city web site should be re- 
moved during election campaign 
periods. Members also agreed 
that council candidates should not 
use pictures containing city sym- 
bols, vehicles or city employees 
in their campaign materials. 

Added to election-related ethi- 
cal items was the use by coun- 
cilmembers of remote internet 
access to the city’s office mail 
system. All agreed that such 
remote accounts should not be 
used during an election campaign 
because non-incumbents would 
not have access to this system. 

Informational Item 

At the end of the meeting 
council listened to a follow-up to 
the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission (WSSC) issue 
concerning sewer back-ups at 
residences in the Greenbrook 
Estates subdivision in Greenbelt 
East (see issue of July 2, 2009). 
They learned that WSSC officials 
continue to disavow responsibil- 
ity on the part of WSSC for the 
back-ups. 

McLaughlin expressed dismay 
with the unsatisfactory response 
from WSSC and received a go- 
ahead from council to prepare a 
response to the letter, seeking a 
meeting with senior WSSC of- 
ficials to discuss the matter.

members of council. 

If three or more council seats 
are vacant at the same time, the 
board of elections currently must 
call a special election at the earli- 
est date to fill these vacancies for 
the unexpired terms. 

Finally, a two-thirds vote of 
all members of the city council 
is required for authorization of 
supplemental and emergency 
appropriations and reduction or 
transfer of appropriations. 

This item concerning how and 
when to change the city charter 
will be placed on the August 10 
agenda.

Rabies Prevention Requires Caution 


The risk of rabies transmission 
from animals to people is at its 
highest this time of year, when 
people and their pets spend more 
time outdoors, according to the 
Maryland Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene (DHMH). 
In the state, more than 200 ani- 
mals have been diagnosed with 
rabies this year, including 11 cats 
and one horse. 

The rabies virus is most often 
transmitted through the bite of a 
rabid animal. Most commonly 
infected are wildlife such as rac- 
coons, bats, skunks and foxes but 
rabies can also be transmitted to 
domestic animals. Rabid animals 
often show changes in behavior. 
Wild animals may act friendly, 
domestic animals may become 
ageressive and animals that are 
active only at night may appear 
during the day. Rabid animals 
may stagger, drool or become 
paralyzed. 


“People should take special 
precautions if their pet encounters 
a wild animal,” says Kim Mitch- 
ell, DHMH Chief of Rabies and 
Vector-borne Diseases. “Avoid 
touching your pet with your bare 
hands immediately after an en- 
counter and call your local health 
department immediately.” 

Other precautions to be taken 
to limit exposure to rabies in- 
clude: 

eHave dogs, cats, ferrets, hors- 
es, sheep and cattle vaccinated 
against rabies. 

eKeep pets under control at all 
times, especially when traveling. 

eEnjoy wildlife from a distance 
and do not feed wildlife. 

eCover garbage cans securely 
and do not leave pet food out- 
side. 

¢Do not relocate wildlife. 

eTry to prevent bats from en- 
tering the home.

Online Screening 
Fights Summer SAD 


Seasonal affective disorder 
(SAD) affects people as the sea- 
sons shift toward fall and winter. 
A less known form of SAD 
has some people experiencing 
symptoms of depression in re- 
sponse to the longer, warmer 
days of spring and summer. 
This reverse seasonal affective 
disorder (also known as summer 
depression) has physical symp- 
toms that are the opposite of 
the winter version such as poor 
appetite, insomnia, agitation and 
anxiety. 

For many, summer depression 
iS surprising aS everyone seems 
happy this time of year. Vaca- 
tions are in full swing, work- 
loads are often lighter and kids 
are spending their days playing 
outside. But some people may 
feel like they are the only ones 
who are not caught up in the 
fun. 

Whether it is due to the 
weather change or the expecta- 
tions of the season, many times 
people feel depressed, anxious 
or restless during the summer 
months. For this reason the 
Greenbelt Assistance in Liv- 
ing (GAIL) program is inviting 
people who feel this to take 
a few moments to complete a 
free, anonymous online mental 
health screening.

for hook. 

Those interested in selling 
their artwork should indicate this 
on the registration form so their 
contact information can be pro- 
vided to follow up on inquiries. 
Artwork may be rejected for 
shows by Art Show organizers 
if not in keeping with the spirit 
of the shows. All participants 
become members of this year’s 
Greenbelt Labor Day Festival 
Art Shows Committee and are 
required to help with either hang- 
ing the shows Friday, September 
4 after 7 p.m. or by sitting one 
hour during the shows. Be ready 


to sign up when work is submit- 
ted. 

The shows are open to the 
public on Saturday, September 5 
and Sunday, September 6 from 
1 to 6 p.m.; and on Monday, 
September 7 from noon to | p.m. 
and from 2 to 4 p.m. 

The Greenbelt Labor Day Fes- 
tival Committee, GAVA, the City 
of Greenbelt and any of their vol- 
unteers and staff are not respon- 
sible for the shows. Every effort 
is made to protect the shows dur- 
ing open hours, using volunteers 
to sit as explained above. 

Entries will be judged by a 
professional artist and awards 
given in each category depending 
on the discretion of the judge. 
The Cipriano Award is given for 
works on the theme “Americans 
at Work.” 

Awards will be presented on 
stage on Monday, September 7 at 
1 p.m., after the parade. 

Entries and awards must be 
retrieved from 4 to 6 p.m. on 
Monday, September 7. The com- 
mittee cannot be responsible for 
unclaimed artwork. Artwork 
should not be picked up before 4 
p.m.; awards not picked up will 
be forfeited. 

Children’s Art Show 

Rules and times for the submis- 
sion, hanging and shows are the 
same as for adult entrants. Par- 
ticipating children and teens (13 
to 18) must live or go to school 
in Greenbelt or have grandparents 
living in Greenbelt and are limited 
to entering three artworks. Chil- 
dren’s two-dimensional artwork 
should be matted or mounted 
but does not need to be framed. 
Teens are required to help hang 
art or sit an hour during the show, 
as are the parents of participating 
children when possible.
